Become a BARC Officer - Doc Kinne, KE1ML/M7RCK 
It's certainly been a heck of a year on several fronts. At the Boston Amateur Radio Club, we're now looking at 
elections for the new year. 


Elections have been somewhat difficult for BARC over the last few years. To 
a large extent, there has been a small cadre of people who have run the club 
and held the offices between them for over a decade. Usually this might be 
seen as a bad thing, but these people have done a good job. The problem is 
that over a decade you'll get burned out, which is the situation we're in now. 


KB1ZFP and KE1ML tried to step into this situation last year by running and 
doing the Secretary and President's position. Unfortunately, life has a way of 
sometimes getting in the way of things. KB1ZFP has been diagnosed with a 
terminal condition, and KE1ML has changed careers in order to support him. 
Neither person is in a position to continue effectively in the offices they were 
in. 

So, we're looking at recruiting new officers for the 2021-2022 season. While we have been dealing with no Vice 
President for a few years, especially in situations like this, a Vice President is needed. Obviously we need a President, 
and a Secretary. Our Treasurer, Jim Clogher, N1ICN, has been doing this job for several years and while I have no 
indication he wants to move on, having someone convey interest in the Treasurer position would not be a bad thing. 


We're pushing the election season off by a month. We're starting a Nomination Committee now with its members 
being KE1ML, KB1ZFP, NV1W, and Steven Provost. During the June Meeting (which would normally be the 
Election Meeting) we'll have presentations and questions by the candidates that have expressed interest at that time. 
During the July meeting we'll have the actual election. 


While the Nomination Committee will be looking for interested people to present as a slate, there is nothing 
preventing nominations from the floor in July. 
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It's been an unprecedented year, of course, but this year the President has worked on both trying to get monthly 
speakers, as well as working on our infrastructure, which included both the website and Zoom. The President's role, in 
this, is very much what you want to make of it. 


The Secretary is responsible for keeping up the member database, as well as answering routine communication. The 
ARRL email for the club is forwarded to the Secretary. The Secretary handles the data for members. This is kept in an 
csv delimited spreadsheet that an be handled with programs like Excel or Calc. 


Traditionally the Secretary, for the last several years, has also been responsible for the creation and distribution of The 
SPARC, our newsletter. However, this doesn't have to be the case. The Newsletter Editor can certainly be separated 
from the office of Secretary. 


Treasurer, of course, handles the money. We have two accounts - a traditional banking account and a PayPal account 
that is kept track of. Most of the money we have seems to be unofficially allocated to the "Repeater Fund" given that, 
should something on the repeaters need fixing we anticipate that this would be a significant expense. The repeaters are 
also our most public-facing aspect within the Community. 


In my mind, you need interest in order to do any of our office positions, but not a lot of experience. Honestly, I think 
Morgan & I were proof of that to some degree. The club, wonderfully, operates as a Village, and I expect it will 
continue to do so. I can also state that we received what I considered unprecedented support from both the Section and 
Regional leadership.
